D0 HOT BELIEVE ERROR 
AFFECTS BILL'S. LEGALITY 


Chairman Pomeroy, of Citizens’ 


„Committee, Will Call a Meet- 
ing at an Early Date, It Is 
“Said, to Consider a Report 
Prepared at Conference of 
Lawyers. 


| There was another stir yesterday 
in the matter of Atlanta's new charter 
and the indications now are that the 
election may still be held on Septem- 
ber 27, as fixed by the general as- 
sembly. 

Since the discovery of the clerical 
error which required registration of 
all who had paid taxes up to and 
including 1911,“ instead of 1910, of 
which so much has been said, promi- 
nent lawyers have been investigating 
the situation and after a conference 
yesterday held by several of the most 
prominent members of the Atlanta bar, 
an agreement was reached to the ef- 
fect that notwithstanding the clerical 
error, the legality of the measure, as 
effecting 1910 registrations, is in no 
wise affected. 

No Other Alternative. 

They hold that any court in the 
state will have no other alternative 
than to sustain the contention that 
the law as passed simply extendg the 
right of registration beyond those who 
are duly qualified to register by having 
paid. all taxes prior to 1911, to those 
who have the right to register on pay- 
ment of their 1911 taxes. Generally 
speaking, this would apply only to 
the few over sixty years of age, who 
have no property, or to minors becom. 
ing of age this year, They hold that 
every man who hag paid, or who does 
pay, his taxes up to and including 
1910, will be qualified to vote. 

It was said that those in his con- 
ference, including some of the most 
prominent Members of the Georgia 
bar, are now preparing a statement 
of the situation—on which will de- 
pend the question @s to whether or 
not the charter election will proceed 
on September 27, as contemplated. 

Expression Not Needed. 

If the election is held on September 
27, as now seems probabie, there will, 
of course, be no expression from the 
people at the primary election, as had 
deen contemplated when it 
thought that the charter bill was in- 
validated as a result of the clerical 
error. 

If the charter is ratifled on Septem- 
ber 27 that would settle the question, 
except as to its legality, and the ex- 
pression at the primary would serve 
no purpose. If, by any chance, it fails 
of ratification that would end the ques- 
tion and neither its advocates nor its 
opponents could gain anything by an 
expression at the primary. 

However, if the special election on 
the charter bill is not held because of 
this clerical error, then probably the 
city executive. committee will provide 
for an expression at the primary. It 
is, therefore, practically assured that 
the people will soon have a chance to 
Say whether or not they desire a 
change in their city charter, elther at 
the special election in September or 
at the primary election in October. 

Cha'rman E. E. Pomeroy, of the cit- 
izens’ committee, has the matter in 
hand, and it is said that he will. call 
a meeting of citizens at an early date 
to consider the report of the confer-

Illinois Central Won't Recede

Chicago, August 31.—C. H. Mark- 
ham, president of the Illinois Central 
railroad, today took a haad in the con- 
ference with union representatives, in 
which the men seek to induce the road 
to recognize the “peyote organized fed- 
eration. 

He apparently was 3 to re- 
cede from the road's previous stand of 
treating only with the representatives 
of the uniong involved. At the con- 
clusion of the conference he issued the 
following statement: 


“We had a conference with three of 
the representatives of the interna- 
tional brutherhoods with which we 
have contracts, and they were told 
that the officers of the Illinois Central 
railroad could not, and would not, dis- 
cuss a new agreement. while such con- 
tracts are in existence, and that if 
cancelled it might be done in the usual 
formal manner that has heretofore 
prevailed, and for which the contracts 
provide, and which also stipulates that 
thirty days’ notice shall be given by 
either party of a desire to change the 
teims of th: same. Their attention 
was called to the fact that the illinois 
Central had always lived up to both 
the letter and gpirit of these contracts

Union Officials Silent. 

The railroag was represented at the 
conference by President Markham, 
Vice President W. L. Park, Assistant 
General Manager T. J. Foley and 
Superintendent of Motive Power M. 
Barnum. The unions were represented 
by P. J. Conlon, vice president of the 
Machinists’ Union; F. Paquin, vice 
president of the Carmen’s Union, and 
A. Heinnemann, vice president of the 
Boilermakers’ Union. 

None of the union officials would 
discuss the situation. From Mr. Mark- 
ham’s office they went to the office 
of the Blacksmiths’ and Helpers’ In- 
ternational Union, where they held 3 
secrét conference. Telegrams were dis- 
patched at the end of-this conference 
to presidents of the 
unions involved, who are in San Fran- 
cisco for a meeting with Jvyilus 
Kruttsehnitt, vice president ot the 
Southern Pacific railroad, which is in- 
volved in a similar controversy. 


The labor men here let it be known, fo. 


that their future action will depend 
upon the instructions they receive 
from their presidents and that those

Kruttschnitt. 

Another secret conference was held 
this evening by the delegation repre- 
senting the federated shop employees, 
headed by President McCreary and 
officials of the nine unions. None of 
the delegates would say what was dis- 
cussed. 

Recognition of Union Demanded. 

San Francisco, August 31.—One pos- 
sible avenue to an agreement appeared 
here tonight following an all-day con- 
ference between officials of the five 
unions of shop workers who are pre- 
paring to ask.Julius Kruttschnitt, vice- 
president and director of maintenance 
and operation of the Harriman lines, 
for recognition of the féderation of 
shop employees. 

Following the announcement that a

LUMBER DEALERS 
FACING COURTS 


Michigan Retailers Charged 
With Making Illegal 


Agreements. 


Detroit, August 31.— Charging con- 
spiracy to restrain interstate trade 
and commerce in lumber and its prod- 
ucts, United States District. Attorney 
Frank Watson today filed a bill in 
the United States circuit court here 
to enjoin the Michigan Retail Lumber 
Dealers’ Association, the Scout Pub- 
lishing Company, of this city, and the 
Lumber Secretaries’ Bureau of Infor- 
mation. of Chicago. from further al- 
leged unlawful business methods. 

It is alleged members of the retail 
association endeavor to prohibit manu- 
facturers or jobbers from shipping to 
competitors who were non-members of 
the organization... A manufacturer 
shipping to competing dealers is sub- 
ject to a fine of 10 per cent of the 
value of the sale, it is charged, and in 
case any association member continues 
dealing with the competitor he is sub- 
ject to expulsion from the body. 

The Scout Rubies Company is- 
sues The Scout, a lumber trade jour- 
inal. It is charged editorials were pub- 
lished advocating the principles of the 
retailers dealing only with those ob- 
serving ethics of the retailers’ organi- 
zation. The government also asserts 
that The Scout publighed the names 
of the shippers alleged to be in viola- 
tion of the rules of the retail dealers’ 
association, thereby “answering all 
purposes of a ‘blacklist’ for the de- 
fendant organization.” 

In Restraint of Trade. 

When a manufacturer or jobber fail- 
ed to abide by the rules of the de- 
fendant. organization, it is alleged the 
secretary of the association would 
complain to the Lumber Secretaries’ 
Bureau of Information and the latter 
would in turn give notice to the sev- 
eral lumber dealers’ associations 
throughout the United States, all of 
which the district attorney holds to be 
in restraint of trade. 

The Secretaries’. Bureau of Informa- 
tion also is said to have kept The 
Scout informed of any violation of the 
rules of the retail dealers.

The result will follow that instead of 
promoting the cause of arbitration we 
have interfered with it, obstructed 
it and made it a laughing stock with 
all nations.” 

Salaries of Judges. 
Before turning to arbitration, the 
president spoke of the efforts the su- 
preme court is making to reform the 
rules of equity procedure in the federal 
courts and declared the salaries of 
federal judges should be increased. He 
also devoted a few paragraphs to a 
discussion of the intricate question of 
patent law and offered a heartfelt 
prayer of thanks {8 the first interpre- 
ters of the constitution. 
Speaking of the salaries of the fed- 
eral judges the president said those 
of circuit judges should pe increased 
so as to be more commensurate with 
thoge paid district judges. 
“Of course,” he said, “the salaries of 
the supreme court members ought to 
be increased. We have got them up 
to $12,500 or something like that. They 
ought to go up to $25,000. <A court 
which exercises such great responsi- 
bility and calls for such ability and 
learning ought to have its members 
amply paid so they need not be de- 
pendent on lecturing in law schools 
and doing other things to eke out a 
salary that only enables them to live.“ 
Speaking of patent law and patent 
cases, the president said he hoped the

Taft on “Reform.”

9,000-YARD RANGE 
FOR FLEET’S GUNS 


The “Atlantic Fleet Begins Its 


Spectacular Summer 
Practice. 


Washington, August 31.—At dawn to- 
morrow the Atlantic fleet the real pow- 
er of the American navy, will begin its 
spectacular summer practice off the 
Chesapeake capes under simulated bat- 
tle conditions. These exercises will be 
more different than ever before at- 
tempted by the navy. Realizing that 
future combats will be fought at great 
distances, not a shot will be fired dur- 
ing the two weeks of the practice at a 
less range than 9,000 yards, more than 
five miles. The maximum range of the 
practice will be 16,000 yards, or more 
than 9 miles. 

Instead of holding the practice for 
two or three days as has been the cus- 
tom, the navy department has extend- 
ed the program over a period of two 
weeks in order that the battleships 
may be sure to encounter some rough 
weather. It is desired that the ship 
should work under bad weather condi- 
tions, when rain, mist and fog create 
all kinds of difficulties. It is argued 
that the sallor cannot choose his time 
or eonditions of battle and for that 
reason the elementary exercises of the 


»past have been abandoned for two 


great battle practices in the open sea 
each year. 
Two of the interesting features of the 
exercises will be tests with box kites, 
representin aeroplanes, and experi- 
mental work in repelling night attacks 
by torpedo vessels and supmarines.

Completing the scouting trip for the 


1911 vround-the-state tour from At- 
lanta to Savananh for the races and 
back over the Dublin route, then over 
the battlefield and Rome routes be- 
tween Atlanta and Chattanooga, The 
Constitution’s Thomas Flyer scout car 
traveled in the nine days it was on 
the road approximately 1,200 miles over 
Georgia roads.

THE HEALTH OF GEORGIA’S CHILDREN. 


No less than a challenge to legislative and public attention is 
a statement given out recently by Dr. W. G. Fort, of the state 
board of health, touching the health of the common school chil- 
—— of Georgia. Dr. Fort has just concluded a medical inspection 


of the scholars attending school in three of the counties assumed 


to be among the healthiest of the state. The examination, he says, 
diseloses that two-thirds of these children were suffering from 
physical ailments calculated to retard them in their studies,“ and, 
consequently, in their future usefulness to the state. 

Even discounting the percentage estimated by Dr. Fort, his 
report need not be considered as surprising. The establishment 
of medical inspection in Atlanta, a city with,sanitary and hygienic 
facilities of at least moderate standard, disclosed the school popu- 
lation as containing a large element of “defectives,” due to physical 
shortcomings never before suspected. The bright side of the pic- 
ture is that the discovery of these ailments in time is leading, and 
has led, to steps for their removal, and that now medical inspec- 
tion is a regular feature of the city’s educational program. 

The children in the common schools of Georgia are entitled to 
as square a deal as those in the city schools of Atlanta. As Dr. 
Fort says, we are spending millions for education, a large portion 
of which is wasted because of the physical condition of the students. 
The state board of health is doing splendid remedial work, di- 
rected at general evils, but scant appropriations and facilities have 
not permitted it to give its efforts the scope sufficient to cover 
the state schools. 

If the state is unable to safeguard the coming generation, the 
counties themselves should not let the duty go by default. Med- 
ical inspection should be made a fact in every county in Georgia. 
Whether it is conducted at public or private expense is a matter 
of detail. That it should be inaugurated and maintained, and with- 
out delay, is a necessity so apparent as to render argument super- 
fluous.

The A. A.’s Demands Have 
Been Too Assertive Since the 
Beginning, Radical and Rev- 
olutionary in Their Aspect, 


According to the Commission. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, August 31.-—In a 
finding as plain as it is firm the Nation- 
al Baseball Commission today not only 
rejected every demand made upon it 
by the American Association, but went 
fartWér in stating that if the American 
Association decided not to operate 
under the rules of organized baseball 
that teams would be placed in every 
city on that circuit. While no mention 
a league to do battle with the 
American Association was made, yet it 
was implied to an extent that could not 
be misunderstood. , 

The American Association is given 
until September 10 to answer the com- 
mission and upon this answer will 
hinge the question that now stands out 
paramount in the minds of baseball! 
will there be a baseball war? 

In its * the National Commis- 
sion took particular pains to place the 
brunt of the worry on the shoulders 
of the American Association and it is 
now up to this body as to whether there 
will be war. 

President Thomas Chivington said: 


Chivington’s Statement, 


1 intend to call a meeting of the 
American Association in the very near 
future and until this matter is taken 
up by my league I cannot say what will 
happen.” 

Immediately after passing upon the 
demands of the American Association 
the commission took up the requests of 
the Eastern League. While the peti. 
tions were not made public it is said 
the only one of any Importance is a 
plea that the drafting system for class 
A clubs be eliminated entirely and that 
a straight purchasing system be in- 
stituted. 

The commission will consider these 
demands further and may not be able 
tc act upon them at this meeting. 

The annual drafting process will take 
place tomorrow. Among those hers 
today were: |

The commission also handed down 
several minor decisions. Among these 
is the case of Player Manush, who was 
drafted last year by the New York club 
and later shifted to the New Orleans 
club.

0 The Decision. 


The following is an abstract of the 
national baseball commission’s deci- 
sion on the American Associaiion case: 

“The commission is unanimous in 
the conclusion that it is without au- 
thority to act on the petition of the 
American Association at a meeting 
heldin Chicago August 1, 1911, for the 
reason that the concessicns applied for 
can be granted only by amending the 
national agreement in several particu- 
lars. 

“Firmly convinced that a disturb- 
ance of the delicate adjustment of con- 
ditlons and relations under which or- 
ganized baseball has attained prestige 
and prosperity the commission will 
recommend that the radical and revo- 
lutionary request of the American As- 
sociation for recognition as an inde- 
pendent organization along the lines 


B. of its petition be rej.cted. 


“Practicaly from the commencement 
of its connection with the National 
Association, the American Association 
has been assertive to the point of ag- 
gressiveness in its deinands upon the 
major and minor leagues for special 
legislation in its betalf. In 19069, 
through amendments to the national 
agreement, a class was created for the 
American Association, the Eastern 
Leugue and the Pacifle Coast League, 
and additional adventages which could 
not be curtailed without the concur- 
tence of all -partics tc the nationai 
agreement were conferred on them. 
This revised naticnal agreement was 
promulgated by the commission in 
March, 1909, but was rescinded when 
the American Association and the 
Bastern League refused to formally 


ratify it.

EVERYBODY Is YOUNG THERE WERE TY COBBS : 
EXCEPT A QUITTER BEFORE TY HAPPENED

(This, the third of the series of chats by former well-known sporting 
writers in Atlanta, is made especially distinctive by reason of the fact that 
Mr. Bruffey was The Constitution's and the south’s first sporting editor.) 


‘Now that the city editor has decreed that “By Way of Good Morning,” 
that happy, ever-entertaining creation of, that ever-interesting Fuzzy Wood- 
ruff, the most versatile sport writer the south has ever shown, shall, like 
Fuzzy himself, go on and on forever, even if it has to be done by kid and 
vet alike, I come with my substitute, other volunteers having had a try. 

But first a word about Fuzzy. I knew him but a few short weeks, yet 
during that time I knew as much about him as the very people with whom 
he had passed years, for the simple reason that he was a man who never 
changed. What you learned of Fuzzy the first day you were with him you 
saw the last day of your association, it mattered not how long the time 
might have been. Quiet, unassuming, always in a pleasant humor, ever 
an optimist, his real life was ever present—you didn’t have to study him 
to know him. A genius in his work and a demon for work, he makes that 
kind of a man who is always an asset to any newspaper. He knew the 
trade well. He knew as much of a shop the day he came in as he did 
the day he went out, He-didn’t have to be educated every time he changed 
location. It was all born in him. He was that kind of a man all newspapers 
want, and from whom they never want to part. But with Fuzzy it mattered 
not whether the pot held cabbage or only the broth. He knew he could do 
no worse and didn’t care to do better. Equipped to meet any emergency, 
he knew he would land on his feet, it mattered not where he dropped. 

And that’s the kind of a man for whom the city editor is trying to find 
a substitute. I tell him to give up the hunt, for there isn’t another Fuzzy 
Woodruff on earth—they all go to heaven, for there's no way to keep em 
out. They are the kind of people who make heaven a haven. 


Fuzzy was a kid when I saw my first game of baseball and it wouldn't © 
surprise me to know he had the best augur hole or knot hole in the fence 
about the lot in which I reported for a newspaper my first baseball story. 

And that wasn’t so awful long ago—you can take my word for that. 

Most of the stars in that long-ago have made their last error in the game 
of life, but there wasn’t a one of them about whom he couldn’t dope quicker 
and faster than I, who had seen them work and who knew many of them. 
It was astonishing to hear him talk about the old Saint Louis Maroon, 
owned by young Lucas, and the Chicago White Socks, in those days a 
sort of a joint stock mixture, Of the great pennant battles between those 
teams back in 76 and 77, when the Maroons put it all over the White 
Socks for two or three seasons, his talk made me think of Frank Rice as a 
newsboy on the streets of Atlanta again. Bradley, the demon wild boxman 
Lucas took out of a drygoods store, because Anson and Pfeffer and William- 
son and Burns and that other lot of sluggers couldn’t touch him, died 
before The Constitution had a sporting department, and yet one night 
Fuzzy set my ears burning by rolling off that man’s record just like Dick 
Jemison could tell you how many hits Otto Jordan made in any series. 

“Talk about McMurray being a catcher,” I heard him say one night. 
“There never was but one catcher except Sid Smith, and that was old 
Silver Flint.“ 

“What do you know about Silver Flint?” I had heard the question. 

“Oh, I was introduced to him by one of the Wrights. Kelly was ®

And here he drifted off, talking about Paul Hines’ triple play and a 
hundred and one other things which I thought existed now only outside 
of some fan’s personal collection of old-time dope.
